How you mark your products may be as important 
as how you manufacture them. Here's a run-down 
of the latest marking equipment and supplies. 


HERE ARE TWO general 

types of marking: for product 
identification, and for shipping. 
Product identification may include 
date, color, size, lot number, quality 
control code, government stamps, 
etc. on the product or on its con- 
tainer. Marking for shipping in- 
cludes address, handling instruc- 
tions, etc. on the container. 


Marking for identification: You 
can get machines ranging from 
simple rubber-stamp-like devices to 
complex machines that print in full 
color. They may be inexpensive ac- 
cessories that fit on conveyor lines, 
or complete independent stations 
for marking. 

Three basic methods for identi- 
fication are: in the cube, in the flat, 
or in the web.

Most 
common way is stenciling, either 
by oilboard or duplicator. 

The oilboard method, with the 
familiar open letters, was once the 
only sound method of direct-to- 
container marking. It’s still the pre- 
ferred method for export marking, 
or for other uses where large letters 
have to be read at a glance. Ink 
may be applied by brush, roller, or 
aerosol spray. (See cover for photo 
of aerosol stenciling. For more in- 
formation, circle No. 200 on reader 
service card.) 

The duplicator method, also 
called touch stenciling, uses a 
simple typewritten stencil and a 
hand applicator to print the ad- 
dress on the container, just like a 
mimeograph. You can buy the 
stencils pre-cut with your com- 
pany’s logotype, label design, and 
other constant information. All you 
have to type in is the address, and 
the stencil prints the complete label : 
on the box. It’s even possible to cut 
the stencil as a by-product of bill- ° 
ing or other paperwork, just like 
an extra carbon copy.
